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What is the Microsoft Update 
Catalog and How to Use it? 


Generally, you use the Windows Update service to download and install Windows updates. 
You may have to look for and download updates manually at times. Use the DISM or System 
Update Readiness tool to fix Windows Update errors. Now Microsoft update catalog website 
works with all the browsers. It includes chrome, internet explorer, Mozilla, and others. 


The Microsoft Update Catalog is designed for companies. Instead of slowing down a network 
during peak hours. IT administrators can manually download updates. It can be done through 
the catalog. Distribute them out to machines on the network during off-peak hours. 


Since Windows 10 in late 2015, Microsoft has only made updates available through the 
Microsoft Update Catalog. Earlier it was limited to Internet Explorer. Now, the website no 
longer requires an ActiveX control and can be accessed with any current browser. Users on 
other platforms can now download updates for archival or distribution purposes.

What Is The Microsoft Update Catalog? 
Microsoft Update Catalog is a Microsoft service. It provides a list of software updates that may 


be shared across a corporate network. The Microsoft Update Catalog can serve as a one-stop- 
shop for Microsoft’s software updates, drivers, and hotfixes. 
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Microsoft releases Important, Recommended, Optional, and security updates. It contains device 
drivers, updated system files, and new Windows features. Microsoft Update Catalog was 
explicitly created for business and enterprise contexts. Now, it gives you access to these 
updates as well as hotfixes. 


In addition, Windows Server Update Services is integrated with the service. Now, System 
Center Configuration Manager is also available. Updates obtained from the website can be 
distributed across a network remotely by network managers. 


How To Install Update From Microsoft Update Catalog Site 


The Microsoft Update Catalog isn’t the easiest to navigate. There are no refine methods to help 
you narrow down your search settings. A typical polling engine is used by the Microsoft 
Update catalog (Windows Update Agent).

IT administrators are undoubtedly familiar with the knowledge base or KB article. It is usually 
for updates and driver information. It’s recommended for individuals to check Windows 
Update for details on any failed download files. 


e To open Settings, press Win + I. Select “Update & Security” from the drop-down menu. 
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e Choose “Windows Update.” Updates that have failed may be listed alongside those that are 
still waiting. Select “View Update History” if you don’t see anything.

e In parenthesis, each update contains a name, date, and knowledge base number. 

e Expand Drivers, Definition Updates, and Other Updates to see more information about them. 
Only the updates marked as Failed need to be downloaded. 

e All of these details for failed updates should also be displayed on the main Windows Update 
screen.

e Enter your KB number or other details into the “Microsoft Update Catalog” site search box 
once you have them. 


If you’re not sure what you’re looking for, try using broad search terms. For example, you 
might want to see the most recent Windows 10 updates, so you’d type “Windows 10” into the 
search box. 


Pick The Right Update From The List 


You may have seen that a slew of updates appeared even when I typed in the KB number a 
slew of updates appeared. It isn’t to say you'll need all of them. You only need the one that is 
compatible with your operating system. 


e You should also be aware of your operating system’s current version. Each update’s details are 
given alongside the update file. 

e If you’re unsure about these details, press Win + | to launch Settings and look up everything, 
you need to know. 

e Select System, then scroll down to About in the left pane. Details about your machine, OS 
version, and other information will be displayed. 

e Each column can be classified in either descending or ascending order. It is the closest thing to 
a filter you have. To sort the search effects, click the column heading.

e Hotfixes

e Updated system files 


Pll walk you through the process of searching the Windows Update Catalog for the updates 
you need. You can install the updates on your home or workplace network of Microsoft 
Windows-based PCs by downloading them. 


1. Search From The Windows Update Catalog 


Visit the following Microsoft Web site to view the Windows Update Catalog. Follow these 
instructions to search the Windows Update Catalog for updates. 


e Type your search phrases in the Search text box. You may, for example, type “Windows 
Security” updates.

e Press Enter or click Search. 
e Choose the updates that you want to download from the list that appears. 
e To get the updates, click Download.

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e Repeat the procedures above to look for other updates to download. 
2. Download Updates 


Follow these procedures to download updates from the Windows Update Catalog: 


e Under the Search box, click the Download option. 

e On the pop-up page, click the updates link. Right-click the link and save it to the default 
location. 

e Save the target to the specified location. You can either give the complete route of the folder 
or use the Browse button to find it. 

e Close the Windows Update Catalog Window and the Download Updates Window. 

e Double-click each update, then follow the on-screen directions to complete the installation. 

e lf the updates are meant for a different machine, copy them to that one. Then, to install the 
updates, double-click them. 

e You’re done if all of the items on your download list have been successfully installed. 


How Can | Get Files From Microsoft Download Center? 


e Find the file you want to download and click on it. If you’re not sure which file to get, you can 
use the Microsoft Download Center to assist you in finding it: 

e You'll need a formatted, blank disc if you’re downloading to a disc. You’re downloading 
something to your hard drive. Make a new folder in which you can temporarily copy and open 
the file. 

e To download the file, follow your Internet service provider’s download instructions. 

e Download the file to a new folder or a disc. 


e Look for the file in the folder where it was saved after it was downloaded. 
e To begin the installation procedure, double-click the file.

Troubleshooting Errors While Windows Update 


When you utilize Windows Update or Microsoft Update, you may encounter one or more of the 
following problems: 


The following error message may appear: 


e The software update isn’t finished. This Windows Update program did not complete the 
update process. 

e Only the administrators have access. You need to be logged on as an administrator or a 
person of the Administrators group to install items from Windows Update. Network policy 
settings may also prohibit you from finishing this procedure if your machine is connected to a 
network. 

e You might connect to the Web site through an authenticating Web proxy. It employs 
integrated (NTLM) proxy authentication. You may be incapable to see the Windows Update or 
Microsoft Update sites.

FAQs 
Is The Microsoft Update Catalog Safe? 


Earlier on the download buttons, the Microsoft Update Catalog employs insecure HTTP links. 
It should be HTTPS links. Patches downloaded from the Update Catalog are vulnerable to the 
same security issues that plague HTTP links. Man-in-the-middle attacks are included. Now 
they use safe HTTPS links. You can safely download patches from “Microsoft update catalog.” 


How Do I Install Microsoft Emergency Updates? 


Install the update to secure your Windows 10 computer. Open Settings from the Start Menu, 
then Update & Security, and finally Windows Update. The update should be available for 
download. Select Download Now and install the update by following the on-screen 
instructions.
